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INTRODUCTION. 


The  present  volume  of  minutes  of  meetings  of  the  York  City 
Council  begins  in  January,  1569-70,  and  ends  in  December,  1578, 
eventful  years  in  the  North  of  England.  The  revolt  of  the  Earls, 
commonly  called  the  Rising  in  the  North,  is  told  in  documents  in 
vol.  VI.  This  revolt  was  soon  crushed,  its  leaders  taken  and 
executed,  but  there  remained  a  great  amount  of  disaffection  amongst 
the  rank  and  file  of  the  rebels.  This  was  difficult  to  deal  with. 
In  March,  1570,  the  Earl  of  Sussex,  Lord  President  of  the  Council  in 
the  North,  offered,  in  the  Queen's  name,  a  royal  pardon  to  all  who 
would  come  forward  and  submit.  With  a  natural  reluctance  most 
hung  back,  preferring  to  remain  hidden  and,  they  hoped,  unknown. 
All  through  this  volume  one  is  conscious  of  a  menace  in  the  back¬ 
ground,  and  the  ruling  authorities  are  plainly  nervous  about  what 
may  happen.  Commission  after  Commission  is  issued  to  the  Council 
of  York,  chief  men  in  the  Ainsty,  and  Justices  of  Peace,  urging  them 
to  do  all  they  can  to  find  out  how  things  are  and  to  execute  strictly 
the  laws  for  repression  of  disorder.  It  was  no  easy  matter.  There 
was  a  large  floating  population  in  the  countryside,  consisting  of 
tinkers,  pedlars,  wandering  ne'er-do-wells,  masterless  men,  who 
forgathered  at  night  in  country  ale  houses,  and  were  supposed  to  be 
spreading  disaffection  and  disloyalty.  All  through  this  volume  the 
menace  continues.  In  1578  the  character  of  the  danger  is  changing. 
On  21  September  is  issued  an  Order  concerning  Roman 
Priests  from  the  Council  in  the  North;  it  states  that  they  go  about 
disguised  as  serving  men  or  artificers.  At  that  time  the  Earl  of 
Huntingdon  had  become  Lord  President.  He  backed  the  Order 
be  a  personal  letter  to  the  City  Council  urging  them  to  be  urgent  in 
the  matter,  saying:  “surely  there  cannot  be  a  worse  people  in  any 
commonwelth  than  theis  Romyshe,  Ronnegate,  Reconcylinge 
Priests,  who  under  the  pretence  of  holyness,  seke  most  wickedlie  to 
steale  the  hartes  of  simple  people  frome  their  God  and  their  lawfull 
and  undoubted  Prynce."  There  is  a  continual  presence  of  a  menace, 
real  or  imaginal,  in  the  background. 

Previous  volumes  of  these  Records  have  shown  the  pitiable 
conditions  of  poverty  which  prevailed  in  York  after  the  dissolution 
of  the  monasteries.  The  first  attempts  of  the  Civic  authorities  to 
deal  with  this  was  to  try  to  exercise  some  control  over  indiscrimi¬ 
nate  begging  by  instituting  Master  Beggars  in  each  of  the  four 
wards.  They  next  endeavoured  to  provide  work  by  setting  up 
schools  of  spinning  and  weaving.  By  this  they  may  have  hoped  to 
have  gained  a  twofold  advantage,  not  only  providing  work  for  the 
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poor  but  also  restoring  the  old  cloth  manufacture  in  York.  This 
present  volume  gives  much  information  about  these  schools.  Some 
of  the  cloth  produced  was  judged  to  be  of  inferior  quality  and  when 
it  was  first  offered  for  sale  too  high  a  price  was  set  upon  it.  In 
1572  was  the  Act  of  Parliament  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor.  On 
29  August,  1572,  the  Council  formally  decided  to  administer  the  Act 
and  made  a  muster  of  all  the  poor  in  the  City  and  listed  their  names 
and  conditions.  These  musters  of  the  poor  were  henceforth  held 
periodically.  In  January,  1572-3,  assessments  for  poor  relief  were 
laid  on  the  four  wards.  Some  old  hospitals  were  now  reserved  for 
the  reception  of  impotent  poor.  Those  people  who  had  come  to 
York  within  the  last  few  years  were  made  to  leave  the  City  and  go 
back  to  their  former  place  of  residence.  In  1576  came  the  Act  for 
setting  up  houses  of  correction,  to  which  were  sent  the  “valiant 
beggars”,  the  poor  who  refused  to  work.  It  appears  that  the  City 
Council  in  1577  needed  urging  to  fresh  efforts  as  in  that  year  a  letter 
from  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon  came  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  in  which  he 
said  he  had  been  with  the  Archbishop,  talking  about  the  poor  people 
in  York,  “wherof  the  number  is  so  great  and  troublesome  to  all 
thois  that  have  cawse  to  resort  hither,  as  is  pitifull  to  behold,  and 
surely  some  slaundre  to  yowe  that  be  the  magistrats.”  The  Earl 
puts  many  questions  in  order  to  find  out  how  the  Act  is  being 
administered.  A  great  deal  of  harsh  treatment  took  place;  for  the 
least  offence  the  poor  were  “grevously  whipped”  at  the  cart  tail. 
Much  detailed  information  about  poor  relief  will  be  found  in  this 
volume. 

The  spread  of  Puritanism  in  York  becomes  more  marked, 
encouraged  as  it  was  by  the  Lord  President,  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon, 
Archbishop  Grindal  and  Dean  Hutton.  The  City  Council  in  1572 
decided  that  there  should  be  a  performance  of  the  old  play  of  the 
Lord's  Prayer;  but  first  the  Master  of  St.  Anthony’s  hospital  was 
directed  to  bring  the  text  of  the  play  to  the  Lord  Mayor  for  correction 
and  amendment.  The  play,  as  altered,  was  performed  on  the  Thurs¬ 
day  after  Trinity  Sunday,  but  two  of  the  Aldermen  refused  to  be 
present.  On  30  July  of  the  same  year  the  Archbishop  sent  for  a 
copy  of  the  play.  In  June,  1576,  it  is  reported  that  the  play  is  still 
in  the  possession  of  Grindal.  On  8  July  it  was  decided  that 
certain  of  the  Council  of  the  City  should  go  and  ask  the  Archbishop 
to  appoint  some  learned  person  to  bring  the  play  into  line  with 
the  present  law  of  the  land.  Old  mummeries  were  stopped. 
21  November,  1572,  a  letter  is  received  from  Archbishop  Grindal, 
Dean  Hutton  and  other  members  of  the  Court  of  High  Commission 
at  York  demanding  that  the  figures  of  Yule  and  Yule’s  wife  should  no 
longer  appear  at  the  Sheriffs’  riding.  People  are  driven  to  church  to 
attend  divine  service  and  hear  sermons.  Injunctions  by  themselves 
had  little  result  and  so  in  June,  1576,  it  is  ordered  that  the  fine  of  Is 
for  non-attendance,  which  had  been  enacted  by  Parliament  in  the 
first  year  of  the  Queen’s  reign,  should  now  be  demanded.  There  is 
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a  long  list  of  York  persons  who  refuse  to  attend  church  and  their 
reasons. 

It  is  not  possible  to  even  summarize  the  various  sides  of  City 
life  shown  us.  There  is  no  small  smack  of  jobbery  about  the  use  of 
the  money  made  by  sale  of  cloth  during  the  mayoralty  of  Allen  in 
1571  in  which  several  of  the  Aldermen  were  implicated.  It  was 
the  same  people  who  were  responsible  for  the  closing  of  a  street 
which  used  to  run  from  Peter  Lane  to  Little  Shambles.  These 
Aldermen  lived  in  Jubbergate,  and  their  premises  backed  on  to  the 
lane.  Interludes  are  performed  in  the  Guild  Hall,  bear  baiting 
takes  place  on  Peaseholme  Green.  The  organist  of  St.  Paul’s  comes 
to  York  seeking  choir  boys.  After  Allen’s  mayoralty  it  is  enacted 
that  every  year  the  new  Lord  Mayor  should  be  given  a  list  of  the 
City  Plate,  and  this  list  was  checked  up  at  the  end  of  the  mayoral 
year.  City  Plate  in  these  times  was  taken  by  each  Mayor  to  his  own 
private  house.  There  is  in  existence  a  yearly  list  of  the  City  Plate 
from  1572.  At  the  same  time  the  City  MSS.  were  better  cared  for  and 
those  entering  on  City  offices  were  no  longer  allowed  to  take  home 
papers  relating  to  their  office  as  had  been  the  case.  The  contents 
of  this  volume  will  be  found  to  fully  maintain  the  interest  of  earlier 
volumes.

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Aggreed  that  for  the  relief  of  the  very  poor  of  this  Citie  and 
settyng  of  mightie  poor  and  beggars  on  work  the  statuts  in  such 
cases  provyded  anno  xxiiij  Hen.  viij  et  anno  i  Ed.  vi  shalbe  putt  in 
dew  execution  by  the  constablez ;  and  that  certayne  discrete 
inhabitants  of  every  paroch  of  this  Citie  shalbe  by  the  discretion 
of  the  wardens  be  appoynted  to  be  assistant  to  the  sayd  constablez 
in  the  dew  execution  of  their  sayd  office,  as  towchyng  thorder  and 
condigne  punishment  of  the  sayd  poor. 

And  nowe  further  day  is  gyven  to  the  auditourz  of  the  sale 
money  and  cloth  makyng  for  fynishyng  of  the  sayd  accompts  unto 
Saturday  come  a  sevenyght  of  the  xijth  of  Febr.  next.

Aggreed  that  as  towchyng  enfranchysyng  of  forynars  the  Lord 
Mayour  for  the  tyme  beyng  shall  have  authorite  to  admytte  any 
such  forynar  into  the  fredome  of  this  Citie  for  fyve  marks  franchis 
sylver,  and  by  his  discrecion  to  gyve  dayes  of  payment  therof,  soo 
allwayes  the  sayd  forynar  fynd  good  suerties  for  payment  of  the 
sayd  money  accordyngly,  any  formar  aggreement  to  the  contrary 
notwithstandyng. 

And  nowe  consideryng  the  great  chardges  of  kepyng  of  viij 
post  horses  of  the  Chamber  costs,  it  is  aggreed  that  frome  hensforth 
thar  shalbe  kept  onely  iiij  post  horses  and  the  rest  be  dischardged.

Punishment  of  strong  beggars. 

17  March  12  Elizabeth  (1569-70).  Present — Richard  Calome, 
Mayor,  William  Tancred,  Recorder,  8  Aldermen,  1  Sheriff,  5  of  the 
xxiv. 

Aggreed  that  as  towchyng  the  levieng  of  money  within  this 
Citie  for  taxes  settyng  forth  soldiars  in  the  prynces  service  and 
such  lyke,  assessments  shalbe  made  in  every  paroch  of  such  howses, 
stables,  orchards,  gardyns  and  closes  as  well  in  holdyng  or  occupation 
of  owten1  men  as  of  inhabiters  within  the  paroche  ratably,  as  is 
wont  to  be  assessed,  towards  payment  of  the  taxe  of  every  such 
paroche,  savyng  that  from  hensforth  the  inhabiters  within  every 
such  paroche  shall  make  the  sayd  owten  men  assessars  with  theym 
of  any  chardges  above  sayd  ;  if  any  of  the  sayd  owten  men  shall 
feele  theymselfs  greved  with  owtragiouse  assessment  then  they  to 
complayne  theym  to  the  Lord  Mayour  for  the  tyme  beyng  and  he 
therapon  to  take  fynall  ordre  therin  by  his  good  discrecion. 

Item  for  the  bettar  and  punishment  of  mighty  beggars  and 
vacabunds  frequentyng  this  Citie,  it  is  nowe  aggreed  that  straight 
chardge  shalbe  gyven  by  the  wardens  of  every  ward  within  the 
Citie,  in  the  Queens  majestie  name,  to  every  the  constables  that 
accordyng  to  thar  dewties  they  doo  apprehend  and  bryng  unto

and  by  theis  presents  doeth  appointe  all  thois  of  the  said  persons 
before  mencioned  that  they  and  every  of  theym  doo  with  all  spede 
they  can  appere  before  the  said  Lord  Lieutenaunt  and  other  the 
said  Commissioners  where  they  shall  understand  hir  highnes  further 
pleasure  ;  and  further  the  said  Lord  Lieutenaunt  in  hir  majesties 
name  doeth  straitely  charge  and  commande  all  thois  hir  majesties

Also  that  ye  be  very  carefull  and  see  dewly  executed  the  statuts 
against  sedicyouse,  false  and  slanderouse  tales,  newes,  rumorz, 
writyngs  and  books,  the  stay  wheroff  will  moche  prevaile  to  the 
quiet  of  our  contrey  and  good  subjects  and  also  avoide  many 
trobles  and  inconveniences.

To  our  trusty  and  welbeloved  the  Maior,  Aldermen  and  Sheryfs 
of  our  Citie  of  Yorke  and  the  Countie  and  liberties  of  the  same  and 
to  every  of  theym. 
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By  the  Queene. 

Trustie  and  welbeloved  we  grete  yow  well.  And  forasmoch 
as  we  well  perceyve  that  the  sufferans  and  tolleracon  of  Jewde 
persones,  vacabunds,  sturdie  beggars,  maisterlesse  men  and  other 
suspected  persones,  as  well  in  matters  of  religion  as  others,  beyng 
at  thys  present  a  great  grounde  and  cause  of  many  disorders, 
discommodeties  and  inconveniences,  unapprehended  and  un- 
punysshed  doith  moche  annoy e  the  common  welth  and  good  quyet 
of  our  real  me  and  good  subjects,  and  seyng  alsoo  that  by  dewe 
correction  and  execucon  of  our  lawes  ageinst  suche  persones  and 
other  secrete  crepers  in  corners  to  seduce  our  said  subjects,  moche 
unytie,  quyet,  honest  and  obedient  life  of  our  said  subjects  doeth 
ensewe  and  daily  encrease  and  abound  ;  We  therfore,  well  perceyving

La  wrens  Grene,  beyng  solicytor  for  certayne  sewts  concernyng 
this  Citie  for  distresses  taken  for  toll  dependyng  in  sewte  before 
the  Queenes  majesties  Counsell  in  the  North  parties,  opened  the 
said  causes,  wherapon  it  was  nowe  agreed  that  Thomas  Londesdale 
shall  take  tolne  of  all  suche  the  inhabitants  of  Rippon  as  shall 
buye  and  sell  within  this  Citie  accordyng  to  our  chartre. 

For  asmoche  as  Thomas  Brigham  of  this  Citie,  barbar,  is 
presented  by  the  serchars  of  that  occupacon  for  sellyng  and  caussyng 
to  be  solde  dyverse  cakes  of  white  waxe  with  rossell  and  turpentyne 
to  the  greate  deceipte  of  the  Queenes  people,  whiche  is  nowe  further 
proved  to  be  trewe  as  well  by  his  owne  confession  as  otherwise. 
Therfore  it  is  fully  aggreed  that  the  said  Thomas  in  example  of 
others  shalbe  sent  to  prison  there  to  be  until]  tomorowe  at  seven  of 
the  clock,  and  than  he  to  be  caried  frome  thens  unto  the  Pavement

Alsoo  it  is  aggreed  that  Mr.  Harbert,  Alderman,  Mr.  Maskewe 
and  Mr.  Dyneley,  Aldermen,  shall  mete  at  Marston  on  wedynsday 
next  at  viij  of  the  clocke  in  the  mornyng  at  the  church  there  and  to 
take  a  viewe  of  all  maner  of  aged,  pore,  impotent  and  decayed 
persones  of  the  west  syde  of  the  Aynsty  and  to  make  report  to  my 
Lord  May  our  on  fryday  next1.

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Aggreed  that  all  the  common  bakers  shall  frome  hensforth 
bake  white  bread  as  foloweth,  that  is  to  say,  thone  half  to  be  flatt 
bread  and  thother  half  coppeld1  bread;  or  ells  that  every  suche 
baker  that  will  not  bake  after  that  order  shall  bake  all  flatt  bread.

after  theym  to  gaise,  often  tymes  comyttyng  other  enormyties. 
Forasmuch  as  the  said  disguysed  rydyng  and  concourse  aforsaid 
besyds  other  inconvenyences  standeth  also  to  the  prophanyng  of 
that  day  appoyntyd  to  holy  uses,  and  also  withdraweth  great 
multitudes  of  people  frome  devyne  service  and  sermons;  we  have 
thought  (fo.  27b.)  good  by  theis  presents  to  will  and  requyre  yowe, 
and  nevertheles  in  the  Queenes  majesties  name  by  vertue  of  hyr 
Highnes  Commysion  for  causes  ecclesiasticall  withyn  the  provynce 
of  York  to  us  and  others  directed,  straitely  to  chardge  and  command 
yowe  that  ye  take  ordre  that  noo  suche  rydyng  of  Yule  and  Yules 
wife  be  frome  hensforth  attempted  or  used.

Whiche  lettre  beyng  soo  redde  it  was  aggreed  that  no  dis¬ 
guysed  persons  called  Yule  and  Yules  wife,  nor  yet  the  Sheryffs 
serjants  shall  ryde  this  yere  nor  any  yere  from  hensforth  on  Saynt 
Thomas  dey  before  Chresmas ;  and  that  commandement  herof 
shalbe  forthwith  gyven  from  my  Lord  Mayour  to  the  Sheryffs 
accordyngly.1

28  November  15  Elizabeth  (1572).  Present — William  Allen, 
Mayor,  7  Aldermen,  1  Sheriff,  5  of  the  xxiv. 

For  so  moche  as  it  is  credably  reported  that  the  right  honorable 
the  Earle  of  Huntyngton1,  no  we  Lorde  President  of  the  Queenes 
Majesties  honorable  Counsell  establisshed  in  theis  North  parties, 
wilbe  here  at  this  Citie  tomorowe;  it  is  therefor  aggreed  that  he 
shalbe  met  at  Miklythbarr  by  my  Lord  Mayour  and  the  Aldermen  in 
skarlett,  the  Sheryffs  in  their  best  apparaile  and  the  xxiiij  in 
crymyson,  and  certayne  other  of  the  most  honest  and  substantyall 
Citizens  in  their  best  apparaile,  and  Wellcome  his  Lordship  to  this 
Citie. 

And  further  it  is  aggreed  that  the  said  Lord  President  at  his 
said  repare  hither  shalbe  presented  with  a  tonne  of  gascoigne  wyne, 
foure  douzens  of  maynebread,  twoo  loaves  of  white  suger  of  xxlj 
weighte  or  there  abowts,  and  twoo  gallons  of  ypoeras  of  the  Chambre 
chardges ;  and  that  the  Chambrelaynes  shall  have  warnyng  with  all 
spede  to  provide  for  the  same.

First2  it  is  ordeyned  that  no  franchised  man  nor  unfranchised 
man  shall  take  into  his  howse  any  forynar  stuff  under  colour  or 
deceipte  nor  to  ayde  the  said  forynar  or  to  be  factour  or  to  buye  any 
stuffe  for  any  other  man  but  for  their  owne  uses,  nor  buye  and  sell 
ageyne  any  of  the  said  forynars  stuff,  but  that  the  said  forynar  or 
stranger  may  bryng  their  stuffe  unto  Thursday  market  to  thentent 
that  dewe  serche  therof  may  be  ther  made  at  all  tymes  as  other 
occupacons  doo. 

(fo.  30b).  Item  that  no  man  within  this  Citie  beyng  joynar 
carpentar  shall  have  or  take  any  moo  apprentices  than  one,  until 
suche  tyme  as  that  one  shall  have  served  his  apprentiship  three 
yeres  at  the  least,  and  no  moo;  soo  that  he  have  no  moo  apprentices 
at  one  tyme  but  twoo,  in  maner  and  forme  aforesaid.

Aggreed  that  every  maister  of  every  art,  scyens,  mysterie,  craft 
and  occupacon  of  this  Citie  when  he  shall  frome  hensforth  take  any 
apprentice  shall  bryng  in  his  indenture  to  be  enrolled  within  one 
quarter  of  a  yere  next  after  his  apprentice  shalbe  bounde;  apon 
payne  of  every  maister  offendyng  herin  to  forfaite  iijs  iiijd  to  the 
Chambre.

Item  that  what  man  soever  he  be  of  the  said  occupacon  that 
withdraweth  any  maner  of  good  out  of  any  good  man  or  woman,

Item  that  foure  searchers  shalbe  yearlye  chosen  indeferentlye, 
that  is  to  saye,  good  and  honest  men  and  good  workemen  of  the 
same  occupacon,  in  the  feast  daye  of  Saynt  James  the  Appostle  for 
to  serche,  oversee  and  trewlye  to  present  to  the  Maior  all  suche 
def alts  and  forfayts  as  he  shall  fynd ;  and  that  every  one  of  the  said 
searchers  shalbe  lovyng  and  honest  to  the  other  as  it  becummyth 
theym  to  doo.

occupacon  for  the  tyme  beyng,  as  oft  as  the  searchers  shall  take 
theym,  shall  bothe,  the  Master  and  the  said  straynger  forfaite, 
either  of  theym,  vjs  viijd. 

Item  that  whatsoever  he  be  that  shall  buye  any  plaister  to 
burne  and  sell  ageyne  and  is  noo  tyler  shall  pay  yerely  to  the 
pageant  maiesters  of  the  said  occupacon  iiijd. 

Item  that  whatsoever  he  be  that  maketh  any  tyle  or  brik  to 
serve  the  Citie  withal  1  shall  paye  yerely  to  the  pageant  maisters, 
every  one  of  theym,  iiijd  apon  payne  of  xijd. 

Item  what  brother  soever  he  be  that  shall  absent  hymself

Present — William  Allen, 
Mayor,  7  Aldermen,  2  Sheriffs,  6  of  the  xxiv. 

The  Queenes  majesties  Commyssion  with  certayne  articles 
therin  closed  weare  redde,  the  tenour  wherof  foloweth  woorde  by 
woorde. 

By  the  Queene. 

Trustie  and  welbeloved  wee  grete  yow  well;  and  forasmoche  as 
there  is  sundry  good  lawes  made  and  established  in  this  our  realme, 
as  well  for  the  use  of  devyne  service  and  thadmynistracon  of  sacra¬ 
ments  as  for  the  repression  and  a  reformacon  of  all  suche  evills  and 
inconvenyencs  as  most  commonly  truble  and  break  the  quyet  and 
good  order  of  our  lovyng  subjects  within  this  our  realme,  whiche, 
by  the  negligence  of  yowe,  our  Justics  of  Peace,  do  remayne  un¬ 
executed,  to  the  peril!  and  trouble  of  the  whole  contry,  as  by  the 
late  doyngs  and  offences  may  appear,  and  the  same  disorders  like 
to  contynue  and  encrease  to  the  great  perill  of  this  our  realme  and

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hurt  of  our  lovyng  subjects,  yf  remydy  be  not  provyded;  wherfore 
consideryng  the  trust  we  have  reposed  in  yowe,  we  have  thought 
good  rather  by  gentle  admonycon  then  due  correction  to  will  yowe 
to  have  bettar  regarde  hereafter  to  the  dewe  execucon  of  your 
offics  accordyng  to  the  trust  reposed  in  yowe,  to  look  well  and 
diligently  herafter  to  the  charge  commytted  unto  yowe,  and  specyally 
at  this  tyme  that  ye  forthwith  upon  the  receipt  of  theis  our  lettres 
do  devide  yourselfs  and  in  your  severall  devesions  with  all  diligens 
and  carefulnes  see  dewly  executed  as  parcell  of  your  charge  the 
articles  herunto  annexed  and  all  other  your  charge  for  the  quiet 
and  good  order  of  our  good  subjects;  and  of  your  doyngs  therin 
that  ye  fale  not  to  certifie  to  our  right  trusty  and  right  welbeloved 
cosen,  Henry  Erie  of  Huntyngton,  Lord  President  of  our  Counsell 
in  the  North  parts  (fo.  35b.)  or  in  his  abscence  to  the  vice  president 
and  the  rest  of  our  said  Counsell  there  the  last  day  of  January  nowe 
next  commyng,  and  soo  monethlie  every  moneth  once  untill  ye  shall 
have  further  knowledge  of  our  pleasour.  Faile  ye  not  herof  as  ye 
tender  our  pleasour,  the  due  execucon  and  spedy  accomplishment 
of  the  premysses,  the  advancement  of  God's  glory,  our  service,  and 
will  answere  to  the  contrary.  Yeven  under  our  signett  at  our  Citie 
of  York  the  xxjst  day  of  December. 

And  by  hir  Counsell. 

First  that  yowe  enquyre  and  trewly  withowte  favour  or 
affection  certifie  the  names  and  dwellyng  places  of  all  knowne  or 
suspected  papists  within  your  rule  and  chardge,  the  enemyes  of 
God  and  good  ordre;  and  namely  of  suche  as  doo  not  come  to  the 
churche  to  hear  devyne  service  and  sermons,  accordyng  to  the 
lawes  of  God  and  the  common  ordre  nowe  established  by  the  lawes 
of  this  realme. 

Likewise  for  the  avoidyng  and  staye  of  the  spredyng  abrode 
of  false  newes  and  sedicyouse  rumors  and  of  other  lewd  practesses 
and  secrete  messages  sent  frome  some  of  the  late  rebelles  to  some 
of  their  adherents  and  other  evill  disposed  people  suspected  of 
papistry,  and  discontented  subjects,  dislikyng  of  the  State,  of  intent 
and  purpose  to  troble  the  good  and  common  quyet  of  this  our 
realme  and  the  good  and  quyet  subjects  thereof,  that  order  be  taken 
in  all  market  townes  and  other  places  that  all  suspected  passyngers 
and  travylars,  as  well  strangers  as  others  havyng  noo  just  occasion 
of  their  travaile ;  and  all  vacabunds  and  valiant  beggars  and  rogues 
to  be  punysshed  with  severitie  and  celeritie  accordyng  to  the  late 
Statute  made  and  provided  in  that  behalf ;  and  that  ye  doo  likewise 
provide  for  the  releife  of  the  pore,  aged  and  impotent,  that  they  may 
be  releived  accordyng  to  the  good  meanyng  and  trewe  intent  of  the 
late  Statute;  and  that  yowe  certifie  us  within  one  moneth  of  your 
doyngs  and  provydyng  herin. 

Also  that  all  suspicious  alehowses  be  avoided  and  none  be 
suffred  to  be  kept  at  any  outsydes  of  townes  or  in  comers,  but  the 
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same  to  be  in  townes  and  open  stretes  therof;  and  none  suffred  to 
kepe  alehowses  but  suche  as  be  of  honest  conversacon  and  upon 
good  bond  with  suerties  for  kepyng  good  ordre  in  the  same;  and 
that  ye  do  inquyre  and  certifie  every  moneth  of  the  defaults  and 
disorders  commytted  in  the  said  alehowses. 

( fo .  36).  Alsoo  that  ye  take  ordre  for  the  mayntenans  of 
artillary,  that  the  laudable  and  allowed  exercise  of  shootyng  with 
the  long  bowe  may  be  used,  and  butts  made  and  used  accordyng  to 
the  good  lawes  of  this  realme ;  and  therby  other  unlawfull  games  be 
not  soo  comonly  used  as  theybe,  and  this  lawfull  exercise  the  more 
used  for  the  bet  tar  defens  of  this  realme. 

Alsoo  that  yowe  take  the  best  and  straitest  order  yowe  can 
devise  to  avoide  unlawfull  conventicles,  confederacions,  metyngs 
and  conferrencs  of  evill  and  suspected  persones,  and  namely  of  such 
as  have  bene  in  the  late  rebellion  and  have  not  their  pardons,  and 
that  yowe  doo  certifie  unto  us  of  their  names. 

Also  that  yowe  doo  feithfully  and  diligently  enquyer  and 
certifie  unto  us  of  suche  as  ware  in  the  late  rebellion  and  have 
obteyned  pardons,  howe  syns  their  pardons  they  have  behaved 
theym  seifs,  and  doo  behave  theym  selfe,  to  the  service  of  God  and 
the  obediens  of  the  lawes  of  this  realme,  and  howe  they  confirme 
theyme  seifs  to  all  other  the  servics  of  this  realme. 

Also  that  yowe  doo  with  fidelitie  and  dexteritie  truly  certifie 
the  names  of  suche  persones  as  doo  occupie  the  lands  and  howses 
that  late  weare  belongyng  to  any  of  the  late  attaynted  rebells,  and 
that  also  yowe  doo  likewise  certifie  the  names  of  all  suche  persones 
as  be  fugityves  and  fledde  owte  of  the  realme  for  religion  or  any 
other  cause  or  notoryouse  cryme,  and  of  suche  as  doo  lurke  and  be 
kept  in  secrett  in  any  hows,  towne  or  other  placs;  and  in  whois 
howses  they  be  soo  kepte  and  maynteyned;  and  that  yowe  doo 
forthwith  apprehend  the  said  malefactors  and  bryng  theym  in 
saif  custodie  to  the  Lord  President  or  Vice  President  and  others  of 
our  Counsell  nowe  resiant  at  our  Citie  of  York. 

And  alsoo  that  yowe  fade  not  to  enquyre  of  theym  that  doo 
kepe  reteynars  and  namely  suche  as  doo  receyve  any  of  the  Queen’s 
servants  or  tenants ;  and  that  ye  doo  spedily  advertise  us  as  well 
of  the  names  of  suche  as  doo  receyve  any  suche  as  alsoo  the  names 
of  suche  persones  soo  receyved  that  was  in  the  late  rebellion  and 
have  not  pardons,  and  the  names  of  theym  soo  reteyned. 

( fo.  36b) .  After  whiche  Commyssion  and  articles  beyng  openly 
redde  and  considered  it  was  aggreed  that  for  the  more  spedy  and 
dewe  execucon  of  the  contents  therof,  first,  that  aswell  the  churche- 
wardens  and  swoorne  men  as  also  the  constables  and  iiij ,  vj ,  viij  or 
moo  of  the  discrete  and  honest  persones  of  every  paroche  within 
every  warde  of  this  Citie  shalbe  called  before  the  wardens  of  every

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orderly  chardged  with  dewe  execucon  of  the  said  articles1.  Further 
that  warnyng  be  gyven  to  all  collectors  for  the  poore  of  every 
paroche  of  this  Citie  to  bryng  in  all  their  bills  of  assessements  of 
the  money  for  the  poore  on  moneday  next  to  thentent  that  further 
order  may  be  taken  therin.  Moreover  that  warnyng  be  gyven  to 
bryng  in  in  wrightyng  the  names  of  all  brewars  and  tiplars2. 

( fo .  37).  Aggreed  that  comandement  shalbe  gyven  un- 
dilayedly  to  all  constables  of  every  paroche  to  chardge  every 
householder  to  make  clene  before  their  doores  every  Saturday  at 
night  and  to  cary  away  the  filth  or  my  re  soo  that  no  filth  or  my  re 
remayne  ther  apon  any  sonday  in  the  mornyng. 

fo.  46b.  Encroachment  on  City  land.  The  Fish  Landing. 

— William  Allen, 
Mayor,  8  Aldermen,  1  Sheriff,  7  of  the  xxiv. 

Aggreed  that  John  Hawton,  constable  of  Allhallowes  apon 
the  Pavement  and  one  of  the  constables  of  St.  Petre  the  lytle,  with

lettid  and  reformed  and  that  none  be  caried  oversea  without  good 
warrants.  And  lastly  to  have  good  forsighte  and  to  use  great 
diligence  to  avoide  false  rumors,  seedicons,  tummults  and  forces.

this  our  realme.  This  is  therfore  to  will  and  commaund  you  and  by 
thes  presents  to  authorishe  yow  to  se  executed  the  articles  herewith 
sent  you  within  the  said  Citie  and  Countie  of  the  same  and  the 
liberties  therein,  and  that  imedyatly  upon  the  receipt  herof  yow 
shall  appoynt  some  convenyent  plac  to  mete  together  and  to  agree 
(fo.  146)  amongs  yourselfs  for  the  due  execucon  therof,  with  the  least 
trouble  that  may  be  to  our  loving  subjects,  especially  this  time  of 
harvest.  And  our  forther  pleasure  is  that  if  in  the  absence  of  our 
said  President  and  Counsell  ye  shall  perceyve  anie  daungerous 
attempte  or  disorder  to  the  disquyet  of  the  state  to  be  ether  pre¬ 
tended  or  like  to  arise  or  shalbe  done  or  executed  in  deed  that  ye 
shall,  in  the  best  sorte  ye  may,  prevent,  staye  and  resist  the  sayme, 
and  to  take  thoffendours  and  them  commyt  to  ward  or  send  them

Trustie  and  welbeloved  we  grete  you  well;  and  where  by 
sundrye  our  former  Commyssions  heretofore  to  you  addressed  we 
willed  and  commaunded  yowe  to  certifie  unto  the  Earle  of  Huntyng- 
don  what  persones  within  your  severall  lymyts  and  devisions 
myslikyng  the  doctryne  nowe  taught  and  the  religion  now 
establysshed,  did  absent  theym  selves  from  the  church,  comon 
prayer  and  service:  in  thexecucon  of  whiche  our  Commyssions, 
although  some  of  you  have  showed  your  selves  very  carefull  and

over,  or  ells  for  favoure,  frendship,  kynred  or  some  other  respecte 
for  borne  to  present  their  names;  and  for  that  we  be  credeblie 
ynformed  the  numbre  of  such  as  do  forbeare  to  come  to  the  church 
do  dayly  encrease  (  fo.

a  good  and  strong  horse  or  gelding,  a  good  plate  cote,  a  skull  or 
sallet  with  a  blewe  coveringe,  a  convenient  doblet,  and  horseman 
paire  of  boots,  a  sword  or  dagger,  and  blew  cloake,  with  twentie 
shillings  in  his  purse  for  the  good  keping  of  his  horse,  and  for  the 
blunge  of  his  spear  in  Ireland;  for  the  levieng  and  preparinge 
whereof  we  have  thought  good  for  the  speciall  truste  and  confidence 
we  have  in  your  wisdomes  and  dexterities  to  apoynt  your  own

And  like  wise  that  ye  levye 
suche  somme  of  money  as  shall  convenyently  beare  the  chardgs  of 
the  soldiours  and  their  horses  and  the  persones  sent  with  theym  for 
the  tyme  of  their  beyng  att  York  and  untill  their  beyng  at  Riche¬ 
monde.

First  ye  be  to  make  your  present  repare  with  all  diligens  to 
every  place  underwritten  and  to  make  trewe  inquyrie  of  the  con¬ 
stables,  parysshe  preists,  churchwardens  and  other  officers  of  every 
towne  nere  to  every  of  the  said  places,  fitt  for  lodgyng  of  hir  Highnes 
trayne,  whether  there  be  any  infectiouse  sicknes  at  this  present  or 
hath  bene  of  late,  and  yowe  shall  bryng  with  yowe  trewe  certificat 
therof  under  the  hands  of  the  officers  beforsaid. 

Item  yowe  shall  in  every  County,  where  any  of  the  said  places 
be,  repare  to  the  Sheref  of  the  County  and  gyve  chardge  to  hym  to 
gyve  order  to  all  the  aforesaid  officers  to  make  certificat  to  hyme 
frome  tyme  to  tyme,  untill  hir  Majestie  shall  passe  the  places 
appoynted  for  her  lodgyngs,  if  any  person  happen  to  be  seke  or  to 
die  of  any  infectiouse  disease  after  your  departyng  frome  thence, 
which  certificat  he  shall  see  saifeley  to  be  sent  to  me  with  expedicon, 
to  thende  hir  Majestie  may  have  knowledg  therof  in  dewe  tyme.

And  that  generallie  ye  doe  what  ye  can  to  preserve  the  peace 
and  quiet  amongs  our  subjects,  and  avoid  the  contrarie  so  moch 
as  yow  lawfullie  may,  and  that  ye  doe  not  call  together  or  troble 
our  subjects  to  ther  disqueit  in  ther  busie  tyme  of  harvest,  oneles 
good  occasion  soe  requier  for  the  repressyon  of  some  great  attempte. 

Also  to  take  order  on  the  sea  coasts  that  no  merchaunt  of 
Scotland  ther  shippes  or  wayrs  be  stayed  or  troubled  in  respecte 
of  the  late  disorder  of  the  frunters  untill  the  Queries  majesties 
pleasour  be  therin  known,  but  that  they  use  these  lawfull  traffiques 
as  hetherto  they  have  done. 

For  and  concernung  which  commisyon  and  articles,  it  is

Trustie  and  welbeloved  we  grete  yowe  well;  and  for  as  moch 
as  we  and  our  Counsell  in  the  North  parts  be  enformed  that  ther 
hath  bene  and  are  heynous  robberies  of  late  committed  in  theise 
parts  of  our  realme  by  some  young  gents  and  others,  riding  and 
travalinge  abroade  as  maistenesse  men  not  having  wherapon  to 
lyve,  nor  using  anie  lawfull  arte,  scyenc  or  misterie,  but  fayning 
one  excuse  or  other,  and  that  in  this  our  Countie  of  York  the  like 
do  often  mak  their  aboade,  and  are  suffred  to  resort  and  ar  receyved 
into  gentlemens  howses  and  some  into  others,  and  some  penny tted 
to  lye  and  abyde  ydlelie  in  market  towns  and  other  placies,  moche 
to  the  feare  of  our  good  subjects;  and  for  that  no  good  can  come 
of  this  idle  lyeng  and  travelyng,  but  often  dyverse  robberres  and 
manie  felonies,  and  other  inconveniences  lyke  to  ensew  this  wynter 
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tvme  if  the  same  be  not  prevented;  Wherfore  we  have  thought 
good  to  authorishe  you  that  yowe  cause  to  be  executed  the  articles 
herewith  sent.

( fo .  40).  Articles  to  be  executed  by  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Justics  of  Peace  within  the  Cittie  of  York  and  Countie  of  the 
same. 

First  to  assemble  your  seifs  in  convenyent  plaicies  within 
your  placs  and  liberties  by  your  discrecons  for  thobservacon  of 
thes  articles  and  ensewinge.

Item  that  ye  send  for  suche  gentlemen  and  other  persons  as 
receyve  and  keepe  anie  suche,  and  commaunde  them  to  bringe  the 
persons  suspected  before  yowe,  and  take  order  with  them  by 
sufficient  bond  to  be  answerable  for  them,  or  ells  for  ther  good 
behavior  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  requireth,  so  that  allwayes  suspect 
persones  be  kept  in  order. 

Item  to  se  executed  the  statuts  for  roges,  vacabonds,  mynstrells, 
pedlers  and  tyncklers,  and  for  the  punishment  of  tellars  and  spreaders 
of  false  tales,  newes  and  of  slaunderouse  rumors. 

Item  that  ye  cawse  previe  searche  to  be  made  in  all  market 
townes  and  other  convenyent  placies  ye  thinke  mete  for  the  fynding 
and  appehension  of  suche  persons  at  all  tymes  wher  ye  shall  thinke 
convenyent,  and  at  the  least  everye  thre  weeks  once,  and  cheifley 
when  anie  faire  be  in  the  countrie,  both  in  the  placies  where  the 
faires  be  and  in  other  placies  ther  aboute,  bothe  the  dayes  of  the 
fairs  and  before  and  after. 

For  as  moch  as  no  servaunts  reteyned  may  lawfullie  depart 
from  their  master  or  mistresse  charge,  but  upon  one  quarter  warninge 
or  may  lawfully  depart  after  his  terme  ended  from  anie  parish, 
towne  or  countre  to  another  without  a  testimonyall,  nor  offer 
service  to  anie  other  without  shewing  the  said  testymonyall,  nor 
anie  may  reteyne  suche  servaunt  without  shewinge  the  said  testi¬ 
monyall,  under  suche  paynes  and  penalties  as  be  in  those  cases  in 
the  laws  and  statuts  made  in  fift  yeare  of  the  Quenes  majesties 
reigne,  in  the  iiijth  chapter  emongs  other  necessarie  things  by  you 
to  be  redde. 

For  the  execucon  of  which  Commissyon  and  Articles  it  is 
agreed  that  the  constables  and  ij  honest  men  of  everye  townshippe 
within  the  Aynstie  shalbe  warned  to  apeare  before  my  L,  Mayour 
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and  other  of  his  Brethren  upon  monday  next  at  ix  of  the  clok 
before  none  in  the  Common  Hall,  and  to  be  charged  with  thexecution 
of  the  same  articles ;  and  in  lyke  manner  the  same  day  at  one  of  the 
clock  the  wardens  in  ther  several  1  wardes  before  whome  the  con- 
tables  and  fower  or  twoo  honest  persons  of  every  parishe  to  be 
warned  to  apearre,  for  the  lyke  executying  of  the  said  articles.1

Where  of  late  our 
President  and  Counsell  in  the  Northe  parts  receyved  from  yowe 
certayne  certificats  of  persons  that  refuse  to  come  to  service  and 
sermon  in  their  parishe  churches  or  ususal  chappell  within  our 
Cittie  of  York  etc;  yet  for  that  some  imperfections  were  in  your  said 
certificats,  and  that  we  are  disyrous  to  knowe  the  certayne  estaits 
degrees,  livings,  actes  or  welthe  of  the  same  persons,  whiche  is 
omitted  in  your  said  certificatts ;  and  for  that  some  have  presented

Assembled  in  the  Common  Hall  of  this  Ci tie  for  the  eleccon 
of  a  newe  Mayor  in  place  of  the  right  worshipfull,  Mr.  Edmund 
Richardson,  late  Mayor  of  this  Citie  decessed,  according  to  the 
Chartre  for  eleccon.  And  apon  three  elytes  putt  in  by  the  Common 
Counsell  and  head  searchers  of  the  xiij  and  xv  crafts  of  this  Citie, 
that  is  to  say,  Mr.  Raulf  Hall,  Mr.  John  Dyneley  and  Mr.  Hughe 
Graves,  Aldermen.  The  said  Mr.  Raulf  Hall  was  by  most  voyces  of 
the  said  Aldermen  and  Shereffs  chosen  to  be  L.  Mayour  of  this

To  my  loving  frendes  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Counsell  of 
the  Cittie  of  York. 

After  my  verie  hartie  commendacons ;  thes  are  to  let  yowe 
understand  that  the  2  of  this  Januarye,  I  did  receyve  lettres  from 
the  Ls  of  the  Privie  Counsell  dated  at  Hampton  Courte  the  xxviijth 
of  December  last,  and  with  the  same  the  copie  of  a  lettre  which 
her  Majesties  pleasour  is  to  have  directed  to  all  the  Sherifs  and 
Justics  of  Peace  in  eche  shier  of  this  realme,  wich  said  lettres  the 
Ls  have  desyred  me  to  communycate  to  all  the  Sherifs  and  Justics 
of  Peace  under  my  Commissyon;  so  I  have  thought  good  to  send 
yowe  one  trewe  copie  of  that  lettre,  and  straitlie  to  charge  yowe  as 
ther  Ls  have  especiallie  requiered  me  to  have  due  regard  that  the 
lawes  and  statuts  provided  for  the  observacon  of  fishe  dayes  may 
be  kept  and  obeyed  in  suche  straite  sorte  as  by  the  same  lettres 
yowe  may  more  piaynelie  perceyve  it  is  her  Majesties  pleasour,  and 
because  neyther  the  symple  nor  subtle  shall  have  anje  cause  to  think 
or  say  that  this  whiche  is  done  onely  of  good  pollycie  shold  tend  to 
the  mayneteynninge  or  reviving  of  anie  popish  supersticon,  my  Ls 
have  verye  providentlie  directed  lettres  to  the  Deane  and  Chapiter 
of  this  Churche  to  whome  belongeth  the  chief  charge  for  spirituall 
instruccon  within  your  province,  willinge  them  to  take  suche 
orders  as  they  can,  with  the  preachers  and  curats,  both  for  furtherans 
of  that  obedyens  that  in  this  case  is  required,  and  also  for  instructing 
of  the  people  of  the  true  cause  thereof  whiche  hath  in  yt  no  smack 
at  all  of  popery,  but  is  grounded  onelie  upon  policie  to  procure  a 
plentie  wher  dearth  is  growne  without  any  cause  appairante  as 
sholde  seme,  but  onelie  the  want  of  obedyence  to  thes  lawes.  Thus 
trustinge  that  you  will  have  due  regard  to  the  premisses  for  dis¬ 
charge  of  your  owne  dueties  I  commyt  yowe  to  the  heavenly  Father.

After  oure  hartie  commendacons;  Her  Majestie,  having  of 
late  bene  enformed  that  victualls  within  this  realme  is  grown  to 
most  excessyve  and  extreme  pries,  a  matter  verie  straunge  con- 
si deringe  the  long  quiet  and  peace  this  realme  enjoyeth  throughe 
Godes  goodnes  and  her  Majesties  good  providence,  and  fynding 
that  the  same  hath  proceded  of  no  one  cawse  so  moche  as  of  the  not 
observinge  of  suche  dayes  of  abstynens  as  in  good  pollicie  by  the  due 
and  wTolsome  lawes  of  the  realme,  provided  in  that  behalf,  is 
prescrybed;  and  herewith  also  considering  the  great  decay  of  the 
maryners  and  fishermen  growne  by  the  necligens  and  contempte  of 
observing  the  use  of  fish  dayes,  a  matter  verie  prejudicall  to  the 
strength  of  the  navie  of  this  realme.  Her  Highnes  therfore  seynge 
that  ther  hath  not  bene  that  due  (fo.  107b)  execucon  of  the  said 
lawes  as  in  duetie  apperteyneth,  not  withstandinge  that  ther  hath 
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bene  as  well  by  proclamaton  as  by  our  lettres  directed  by  her 
Majesties  order  unto  yowe  and  the  Justics  of  the  rest  of  the  shiers  of 
this  real  me,  streat  charge  given  to  se  the  due  execucon  of  the  same 
for  the  publique  benifit  of  the  realme,  hath  therfore  commaunded 
us  to  let  yowe  understand  that  as  she  hath  of  lat  taken  most  streat 
order  bothe  in  hir  owne  howse  both  with  us  of  hir  Counsel!  and  all 
other  persons  of  annie  estate  in  the  same,  as  also  in  the  Cittye  of 
London,  that  they  shall  not  onelie  forbeare  the  eating  of  flesh  on 
fish  dayes  but  also  observe  the  ordynary  fastinge  dayes  as  by  the 
Statuts,  customes  and  lawes  of  this  realme  provided  in  that  behalf 
is  prescrybed.  So  her  Majesties  pleasour  is  that  the  example  therof 
begyning  from  this  her  Majesties  owne  howse  and  from  the  principall 
estaits  ther  shold  provoake  yowe  to  doe  that  therein  for  the  due 
observacon  of  the  same  that  yowe  are  bound  both  by  auetie  and 
oathe,  the  execucon  of  the  lawes  being  committed  to  your  charge 
as  it  is,  besids  the  respecte  of  the  particler  profhtt  to  every  of  yowe 
having  howseholds.  And  herein  we  knowe  no  way  so  apte  to  have 
the  same  duelie  observed  as  for  yourselfs  to  whome  the  chief  care 
of  the  observacon  therof  apperteyneth,  to  give,  by  strait  and  seryous 
reforminge  of  your  owne  howses,  good  example  to  others  in  that 
behalf,  wherin  if  the  inferyour  sort  shall  not  follow  apon  so  good 
an  example  that  redresse  that  is  looked  for,  her  Majestie  cannot  but 
ympute  the  fault  unto  yowe,  who  ether  doe  offende  in  example  or 
in  not  extending  such  punnishment  upon  the  offendars  as  to  ther 
contempt  apperteyneth.  We  hope  therfore  that  whatsoever 
remissenes  hath  bene  used  therin,  which e  we  thinke  hath  especiallie 
happened  for  lack  of  good  example,  yowe  will  nowe  upon  knowledge 
of  this  her  Majesties  pleasour  in  this  behalf  so  earnestlie  intended  by 
her  and  followed  by  us  bend  yourselfs  to  se  due  reformacon  therin 
to  follow,  consideringe  the  benefit  therof  as  to  redownd  also  to 
yourselfs,  and  for  the  better  performance  therof  you  shall  doe  well 
ymediatly  upon  the  receipte  of  thes  our  lettres  to  assemble  yourselfs 
together  now  at  the  next  Quarter  Sessyons,  if  the  same  shall  not 
be  ended  before  the  receipt  of  thes  our  lettres,  to  consult  of  the 
meanes  and  wayes  how  the  same  may  be  best  executed;  wherin  we 
are  to  put  yowe  in  mynd  of  twoe  thyngs ;  thone  to  take  verie  good 
bonds  of  all  kinds  of  victuallers  for  the  due  observacon  therof  with 
some  order  to  apoynt  trustie  persons  monthlie  to  se  to  thexecucon 
therof,  tother  to  take  the  like  bonds  of  the  butchers  within  that 
shier  that  (fo.  108)  they  shall  neyther  kill  nor  sell  annie  flesh  in 
the  Lent  tyme  for  annie  respecte;  and  for  that  some  may  make 
some  other  construccon  of  the  care  her  Majestie  hath  to  have  the 
said  lawes  concerning  abstynence  thus  duely  observed  than  in 
verie  deid  is  ment  and  may  conceyve  that  the  same  may  tend  to 
the  norishing  of  supersticon;  we  thynke  it  mete  to  let  yowe  under¬ 
stand  that  for  the  metinge  suche  construccons,  we  have  wrytten  our 
lettres  to  our  verie  good  Lord,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,

Wher  some  of  the  citizens  of  this  Cittie  to  the  great  daunger  of 
the  ymparinge  the  credit,  name  and  estymacon  therof,  the  quiet 
estate  and  good  government  of  the  same  and  to  the  excedinge 
greif  of  the  magestrats  and  others,  ther  fellow  citizens,  throughe  a 
certayne  singularity  of  some,  the  symplicities  of  dyverse,  and  the 
wilfull  ignorancs  of  others,  being  therunto  dangerously  seduced  and 
drawne  by  the  synister  persuasyons  or  secrete  practises  of  some 
which  desyer  by  all  lykeliehood  and  apparante  conjectures  nothinge 
so  moche  as  to  disquiet  the  happie  and  blessed  quietnes,  whiche, 
through  Gods  goodnes,  we  have  long  tyme  enjoyed,  have  of  late 
obstynately  and  wilfully  refused  and  yet  doe  refuse  to  come  to  and 
accompany  ther  other  Christian  neighbors  to  ther  parisshe  churches 
upon  the  sabaoth  dayes,  and  other  holie  dayes,  in  the  tyme  of 
devyne  service  and  prayer  ther,  contrary  to  ther  due  obedyence 
towards  God,  the  Quenes  majestie,  and  the  lawes  of  thys  realme, 
and  the  commendable  customes  of  all  godlie  Christians.  For 
reformacon  wherof  be  yt  therfore  by  thes  presents  enacted  that 
whatsoeer  citizen  of  this  Cyttie  shall  after  monyccon  or  request  to 
them  hereafter  to  be  made  or  geven  eyther  publiqulie  in  the  Common 
Hall  of  this  Cittie  by  the  L.  Mayor  of  the  same,  or  by  others  by  his 
appoyntement  or  direccon,  or  ells  by  the  parson,  vicar,  curate  or 
the  churchwardens  of  ther  severall  parishes  in  ther  parishe  churches, 
or  other  convenient  place,  shall  obstynately  and  wilfullie  without 
anie  lawful!  let,  refuse  or  forbeare  to  come  to  their  several!  parishe 
churches  upon  the  sabaoth  dayes  and  other  holie  dayes,  at  or  in 
the  tyme  of  Common  Prayer  and  devyne  service,  ther  and  then 
quietlie,  reverentlye  and  decentlie  to  remayne  during  the  whole 
tyme  of  the  said  Common  Prayer,  without  some  reasonable  cause 
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to  the  contrary,  which  cawse  is  to  be  allowed  from  tyme  to  tyme  by 
the  L.  Mayor  and  the  Recorder  and  fower  of  the  Aldermen,  shall 
forfet  to  thuse  of  the  poore  in  this  Cyttie  for  every  of  the  said 
sabaoth  dayes  and  holie  dayes  which  they  shall  so  wilfullie  and 
obstynatlie  refuse  to  come  to  (fo.  109b  )  their  parishe  churche,  the 
summe  of  xijd.

iiij  dayes  (  fo.  18),  in  Whitson  weke  iiij  dayes,  and  on  Michelmas 
day  (not  being  a  Sonday)  and  the  next  day  after  that. 

And  the  same  men  to  be  fermers  and  husbandmen,  suche  as 
ar  like  to  contynue  and  be  resident  in  the  said  Cyttie  and  County 
of  the  same;  and  for  defaulte  of  them  suche  other  honest  artificers 
as  yowe  think  ar  like  to  contynue  and  be  resident  so  as  they  be 
no  archers.

and  make  payment  of  the  money  to  be  levied  for  this  charge;  for 
seying  that  they  be  men  of  worth  and  honestie,  and  such  as  will 
faythfullie  discharge  and  performe  the  trust  committed  unto  them. 

That  yowe  doe  like  wise  certffie  me,  the  President,  of  your 
opynions  what  place  or  placs  yowe  think  metest  for  the  kepinge  of 
the  said  peces  and  armor.

After  my  very  hartie  commendacons ;  thes  are  to 
lett  you  to  understand  that  the  ixth  of  this  Februarie  I  receyved 
lettres  from  my  lordes  of  the  privie  Counsell  dated  at  Hampton 
Court,  the  iiijth  of  this  instant,  and  with  the  same  a  copie  of  a  lettre, 
whiche  her  Majesties  pleasure  is  to  have  directed  to  all  the  Sheriffs

By  the  Quene 

Trustie  and  welbeloved  we  grete  yowe  well;  whereas  we  and 
our  Counsell  in  the  North  parties  be  crediblie  enformed  of  sundrie 
common  griefs  and  disorders  contynuing  and  encreasinge  in  our 
Cittie  of  York  and  the  countie  of  the  same,  and  that  the  same 
groweth  chiefly  by  the  ydlenes  of  our  common  subjects  in  thes 
parts;  and  partly  through e  the  carelesse  negligence  of  dyverse  and 
sundry  of  our  Justics  of  peace  in  the  same  countie,  for  wante  of  good 
example  in  themselfs  and  the  due  execucon  of  dyverse  the  good  and 
necessarie  lawes  and  statutes  of  this  our  Realme;  we  have  (fo.  99) 
therfore  thought  good  to  requier  and  commaund  yowe,  that  with 
suche  convenyent  spede  as  yowe  may,  to  assemble  yourselfs  in  your 
severall  lymitts,  and  at  suche  day  and  dayes,  place  and  places  as 
yowe  thynke  good,  to  mete  and  consulte  for  thexecucon  of  thes 
artycles  hereunto  annexed,  so  as  the  same  be  done  with  suche 
deliberate  advice  and  discreccon  as  may  least  troble  or  molest  the 
greatest  nombre  of  our  subjects;  and  of  your  doyngs  therein  our 
pleasour  is  that  yowe  certifie  our  right  trustie  and  right  wellbeloved 
cosyn  therle  of  Huntingdon  monthlie,  or  once  every  six  weeks  at 
the  least,  till  the  furste  of  November  next. 

And  by  her  counsell. 

Articles  and  certeyne  specyall  matters  to  be  considered  of  and 
putt  in  execucon  by  the  good  discressions  of  the  Justices  of  peace 
within  the  Citie  of  Yorke  and  Countie  of  the  same. 

First  to  geve  order  and  straite  charge  that  the  people  on 
sabbaoth  dayes,  and  other  holydayes,  havyng  no  lawfull  or  reason¬ 
ably  lett,  do  resort e  to  there  parishe  churche  or  chappells  to  heare 
devine  service  and  sermons,  and  to  receive  the  holye  comunyon 
monethly,  or  foure  tymes  in  the  yeare  at  the  least;  and  the  Justics 
theymselves  to  be  zelous  and  forward  in  this  behalf,  and  so  to  geve 

Folios  100b  to  102b  contain  the  names  of  those  appointed  to  collect  the 
poor  rate  in  York  and  the  Ainsty. 
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good  example  to  there  neighbours  and  parishoners;  and  to  certifie 
the  names  of  those  persones  that  of  obstynacie  or  wilfulnes  doo 
dislike  of  the  service  nowe  used,  or  contempne  the  same,  and  do 
not  come  to  the  churche,  and  to  geve  straite  order  to  the  church 
wardens  to  levye  the  paynes  and  sommes  of  money  of  suche  persones 
as  shall  offend,  whiche  is  xijd  for  every  defaulte,  so  as  the  said 
sommes  of  mony  may  be  distributed  in  the  parishes,  and  where  the 
offences  shalbe  so  comitted,  for  the  releif  of  the  poore  of  the  same 
parishe,  accordyng  to  the  late  statute  in  that  behalf  provided,  and 
that  the  churche  wardens  do  make  there  weekely  accompte  to  yowe, 
the  Justics,  or  suche  as  yowe  shall  appointe,  for  the  levynge  and 
distribution  of  the  said  sommes  of  mony. 

(fo.  99b) .  Also  that  the  laite  Statute  for  the  punishment  of  idle 
persones,  rogues,  vagraunt  people,  may  be  by  your  good  discreccons 
more  dewlie  put  in  execution  then  heatherto  ye  have  done,  so  as 
the  ydle  people  maie  be  sett  to  work  and  labor,  and  those  that  will 
[not]  work  and  labor,  and  be  hable,  to  see  severelye  corrected  and 
punished  accordyng  to  the  Statuts;  and  the  aiged,  impotent  and 
seke  persones,  and  suche  as  be  not  hable  to  worke  and  labor,  to  be 
more  carefullie  and  charitablye  provided  for  then  heatherto  they 
have  bene,  so  as  none  be  suffred  to  wander  and  goe  abrode. 

Also  that  the  severall  statuts  for  spredyng  of  false  rumors  and 
tailes  of  the  Queenes  Majestie,  or  spredyng  of  rumors  and  tailes  to 
make  dissention  or  discord  between  her  and  her  noble  men,  peares  of 
this  realme;  or  if  anye  persone  or  persones  shall  tell  or  speake  any 
false  newes,  rumors,  messages  or  tailes  of  anye  preletts,  justices  of 
the  one  benche  or  of  the  other,  or  other  great  officer  within  this 
realme,  whereby  discord  or  scandel  may  aryse  within  the  realme, 
that  yowe  cause  suche  persones  to  be  apprehended  and  commytted 
to  the  gaole,  there  to  remaine  untill  they  shalbe  delivered  to  justice 
and  ordre  of  la  we. 

Also  to  avoide  manie  inconvenients  that  may  and  do  happen 
by  night  walkers,  that  yowe  geve  verie  straite  order  that  the  statuts 
for  watchers  and  the  statuts  for  hew  and  crye  be  deweley  executed, 
and  better  observed  in  all  villages  and  townes  and  other  places 
then  hearetofore  they  have  bene,  wherby  many  robberes,  thefts, 
murders  and  other  offences  shall  and  maye  be  cutt  of  and  prevented, 
or  at  the  least  the  offenders  shal  by  the  deligent  executon  of  theis 
lawes  be  mett  withall  and  apprehended. 

Also  that  none  be  suffred  to  kepe  ailehowses  withowt  especiall 
licence  of  the  justices  of  peace,  and  bound  with  suerties  accordyng 
to  the  statuts,  for  good  order  and  rule  to  be  kepte  within  suche 
ailehowses  as  by  lycence  ar  tollerated,  and  all  other  to  be  secluded 
and  restraned  for  kepeinge  of  anye  ailehowses;  and  those  that  by 
licenns  and  bonnds  ar  suffred  to  kepe  alehowses,  that  if  they  offend 
contrary  to  the  lawes  and  statutes,  that  ther  lycenses  may  be  taken 
frome  theym  and  there  bonds  with  the  penaltyes  be  certified  and 
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streated  in  the  exchequer:  or  ells  informacon  and  relacon  be  made 
therof  to  the  Quenes  attornay  in  the  Northe  parts,  that  he  may  by 
bill  or  informacon  in  her  Majesties  name  proced  ageinst  suche 
offenders  by  order  of  lawe,  and  that  ye  do  alwaie  forsee  that  the 
excessive  numbre  of  alehowses  be  avoided  and  none  suffred  to  be 
kepte  in  corners  and  outside  of  towne. 

(fo.  100).  Also  that  verie  good  ordre  be  taken  and  straite 
charge  geven  to  all  Mayours,  Sheriffs,  Bailefs  and  Constables,  and 
especiallie  in  all  market  townes  and  throughe  faire  townes,  to  have 
good  regard  to  the  howses  and  innes  that  be  used  to  lodge  and 
receyve  strangers  and  gests;  and  that  the  howses  and  owners  of 
those  howses  be  warned  to  kepe  suche  accompts  and  reckininges 
of  ther  gests,  whiche  they  do  lodge,  as  they  may  be  able  oppon 
demaund  to  yeld  accompte  of  the  names  of  the  persones  lodged  in 
the  howses,  the  tyme  of  there  beyng  ther,  and  of  the  intencon  of 
there  jorney,  from  what  plaice  they  came,  and  wheather  they  saie 
they  mind  to  travile  or  goe. 

Also  that  the  lawdable  exercise  of  shootingc  in  the  long 
bowe,  accordyng  to  the  lawes  and  statutes  of  this  realme,  may  be 
ageine  revived,  used  and  maintained  more  ordenarilie,  and  comonly 
used  then  of  laite  yt  hathe  bene,  whearbye  manye  idle,  unprofitable, 
ungodlie  and  unlawfull  games  may  be  the  lesse  set  by  and  avoided, 
and  so  the  people  and  subjects  better  trained  and  more  hable  to 
serve  for  the  defence  of  ther  countrye,  and  that  the  Justices  theym- 
selves,  ther  howsehold,  servants  and  tenants,  wold  be  forward  and 
gyve  good  example  for  the  good  and  dewe  execucon  of  this  so 
necessarye,  wholesome  and  good  a  lawe. 

Also  to  have  vigilant  eye  and  regard  to  suche  as  be  harborers 
and  maineteynars  of  anye  prests,  skolemaisters  or  other  persone, 
not  yeat  confirmed  or  reformed,  or  suche  as  have  bene  of  laite 
beyond  the  seas  and  ar  returned  and  be  no  favorers  of  the  godlie 
and  cristian  religion  now  established  and  professed,  and  that  yowe 
do  certifie  ther  names,  qualities  and  dwellyng  plaices,  or  to  whos 
houses  and  plaices  they  doo  resorte  to  have  accesse. 

Also  that  albeit  theis  articles,  or  the  moste  part  of  theym, 
emongeste  others  ar  comonlie  geven  in  charge  at  the  quarter  Sessions, 
yet  becawse  they  be  then  soe  lightlie  regarded  and  slieghtlie  passed 
over,  either  by  the  simplicitie  of  the  jurie,  or  that  yowe  the  Justices 
have  so  little  tyme  then  to  remaine  togeather,  be  taken  as  matter  of 
course  and  thyng  ordinarie ;  it  ys  thought  convenient,  that  yowe  in 
your  severall  devisions  should  by  your  wisdomes,  and  good  discrecons 
nowe  by  the  authoritie  of  this  Commission  and  theis  articles,  seke 
the  redresse  and  reformacon  of  suche  disorders  and  inconveniances 
as  dailie  growe  and  happen,  for  lack  of  execucon  of  theis  formar 
articles. 

Also  that  if  yowe  knowe  of  any  other  inconvenience,  greif  or 
publick  disorder,  forceable  entries,  riotts  or  other  oppressions, 
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amendyng  of  highe  wayes,  bridges  and  cawsies,  and  for  reteynew 
and  gevinge  of  lyveres  and  badges  or  cognisancs,  or  any  other  thyng 
whatsoever  apperteynyng  to  your  offices,  dewties  and  callyngs  as 
Justics  of  Peace,  yowe  shall  do  well  to  geave  order  for  the  amend¬ 
ment  and  repaire  therof,  and  that  yowe  youreselves  do  certifye  the 
said  Lord  President  and  Counsel  1  therof;  and  so  shall  yowe  she  we 
your  selves  profitable  members  of  the  Comon  welth  and  cairefull  of 
the  publique  weale  of  your  countrye.

Judgement  in  a  case  between  William  Fothergill  of  York, 
plaintiff,  and  Robert  Shawcock,  defendant,  concerninge  an  annoy¬ 
ance  by  reason  of  the  smoake  and  unholsome  savour  ascendinge 
from  the  furnesse  or  beafe  pan1  of  the  said  defendant,  through  a 
chymney  erected  from  the  defendants  howse  under  the  princypall 
glasse  wyndowe  of  the  plaintifs  howse,  to  the  great  annoyance  to  the 
said  plaintiff  and  his  famylie.  It  is  ordered  by  the  L.  Mayour  and 
Aldermen  that  the  said  defendant  shall  furthwith  take  down  the 
saide  chymney  and  furnesse  or  beafe  pan  to  the  gronde  and  shall 
sette  uppe  the  same  agayne  in  suclie  other  place  of  his  the 
defendants  howse  as  shalbe  named.

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Majesties  commandement  in  those  lettres  of  commission  to  thende 
specified;  yet  becawse  it  may  perhapps  move  some  to  thynke  more 
depely  of  the  matters  conteyned  in  theise  lettres  nowe  sent  furth  to 
yow  and  others,  I  have  thought  good  to  lett  yowe  understand  that 
the  speciall  cause  therof  at  this  tyme  haith  proceded  upon  a  letter 
whiche  I  have  received  from  my  LL.  of  the  Previe  Consell,  attendyng 
hir  Highnes  persone.  And  therfore  I  hope  yowe  will  have  the  better

Agreed  that  John  Standeven,  vyntener,  for  suffringe  persons 
to  drinke  wyne  in  his  howse  in  the  sermon  tyme  on  the  holie  day 
shalbe  disfraunchised  according  to  the  order  therof  laytelie  made, 
and  that  he  shall  lay  downe  xls  for  his  fyne;  yet  opon  hopes  of  his 
good  amendement,  it  is  aggreed  that  ther  shalbe  remitted  xxxvs 
of  his  said  fyne ;  and  so  he  to  be  restored  to  his  fredome  agayn.
